WALDHEIM, AND THAT GREEK CYPRIOTS RECOGNIZED TURKISH 
CYPRIOT SECURITY CONCERNS AND DESIRABILITY OE ECONOMIC

TOLD DEPT. COUNSELOR NIMETZ THAT IN lULY TRIP TO BONN 
THERE HAD BEEN DISCUSSIONS OP GENERAL CYPRUS PROBLEM WITH 
POREIGN MINISTER GENSCHER AND VERY DETAILED DISCUSSIONS 
WITH BENSCH. ACCORDING TO ROLANDIS, THE GERMANS, APPARENTLY 
BASED IN PART ON THEIR TALKS WITH THE TURKS BELIEVE A CYPRUS 
TERRITORIAL SOLUTION LEAVING APPROXIMATELY 25 PERCENT IN THE 
TURKISH ZONE SHOULD BE POSSIBLE. NIMETZ INDICATED THAT 
THIS SEEMED OVERLY OPTIMISTIC AND THAT A PIGURE BELOW 27 PER- 
CENT DID NOT APPEAR VERY LIKELY. ROLANDIS AND PELAGHIAS ALSO 
MENTIONED DISCUSSION WITH GERMANS OP A "FAMAGUSTA-NICOSIA- 
MORPHOU LINE" IN WHICH ERCAN AIRPORT WOULD NOT NECESSARILY 
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BE IN THE TURKISH ZONE. (NOT CLEAR IN WHICH ZONE 
VILLAGE OP MORPHOU WOULD PALL). THEY ALSO DISCUSSED 
POSSIBILITY OP A GREEK ENCLAVE IN THE KARPASS 
CONNECTED TO THE GREEK ZONE BY AN ACCESS ROAD. 

COMMENT: IN THESE CONVERSATIONS THE TWO CYPRIOT 
OPFICIALS CLEARLY ACCEPTED THE CONCEPT OP BIZONALITY AND 
AND THE NEED POR TRADE OFPS BETWEEN TERRITORY, SECURITY AND 
CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES. END COMMENT.
